Will  Teach  Here 

Dr.  M.  Lynn  Bennion,  super- 
visor of  seminaries  in  the  L.D.S. 
Church  Department  of  Educa- 
tion, will  be  a visiting  faculty 
member  in  the  first  term  at  the 
B.Y.U.  summer  session,  it  is  an- 
nounced by  Dr.  A.  C.  Lambert, 
dean  of  the  summer  quarter. 

One  of  the  classes  which  Dr. 
Bennion  will  fcach  is  “Tech- 
niques in  Religious  Education,” 
which  will  deal  with  the  prob- 
lems of  seminary  programs,  class- 
room methods,  improvement  of 
instructional  units,  pupil  counsell- 
ing, and  integration  of  church- 
community  relationships.  He  will 
also  teach  "Special  problems  in 
Religious  Education"  which  will 
provide  opportunities  for  indi- 
vidual conferences  and  projects 
in  seminary  administration,  re- 
ligious adjustment,  professional 
growth,  and  community  relation- 
ships. 

Religious  education  will  also 
he  taught  in  the  first  term  by  Dr. 
Daryl  Chase,  director  of  the  L. 
D.  S.  institute  at  Tucson,  Arizo- 
na. He  will  teach  "Founders  of 
American  Christian  Denomina- 
tions” and  “American  Church 
History  from  early  Colonial 
Times  to  the  Civil  War.”

“This  new  building  has  been 
.designed  to  typify  the  spiritual 
foundation  of  the  university,” 
Fred  L.  Markham,  architect,  stat- 
ed recently.  "We  have  tried  to 
provide  the  university  with  suf- 
ficient space  to  hold  devotional 
periods,  to  provide  an  adequate 
housing  for  the  religious  educa- 
tion program,  and  at  the  same 
time  to  furnish  space  that  will 
permit  the  students  to  carry  out 
their  social  and  recreational  ac- 
tivities.” 

The  large  unit  to  the  north  will 
enclose  the  assembly  hall  and  so- 
cial hall.  The  assembly  hall  will 
be  provided  with  a stand  for  the 
chorus,  orchestra,  speakers,  and 
faculty.  Space  is  being  provided 
for  a pipe  organ. 

Will  Seat  2,700 

The  assembly  hall  itself  includ- 
ing the  stand  will  seat  approxi- 
mately 1600  people.  The  social 
hall  to  the  east  when  opened  will 
seat  approximately  600  in  addi- 
tion. Together  with  the  lobby 
and  reception  hall  on  the  south 
which  together  will  seat  500,  the 
total  approximate  seating  ca- 
pacity for  the  whole  will  be  2700. 

At  the  east  end  of  the  assem- 
bly hall  will  be  the  social  hall,  di- 
vided from  the  assembly  hall  by 
\ curtain  or  a movabe  partition. 
It  will  be  used  for  dancing,  rec- 
ceptions,  banquets,  and  similar 
social  functions.  At  the  east  of 
this  will  be  two  small  serving 
rooms  to  facilitate  banquet  and

July  22 — Alpine  term  begins  at 
Aspen  Grove;  August  24 — Alpine 
term  ends.

Reminding  one’s  parents  that 
he  too,  is  still  a member  of  their 
household,  will  please  our  .fam- 
ous Uncle  immensely.  It  has  been 
the  experience  of  Uncle  Sam  in  his 
150  years  of  census-taking  that 
while  absence  makes  the  heart 
grow  fonder,  it  also  tends  to  make 
the  mind  forgetful. 

College  students  living  tempor- 
arily at  school  should  be  counted 
as  members  .of  the  households  in 
which  they  usually  reside. 

Information  that  students 
should  give  to  their  parents  are 
those  relating  to  employment 
status.  The  following  points  are 
the  most  important: 

1.  Number  of  full-time  weeks 
the  student  worked  in  1939. 

2.  Number  of  hours  he  worked 
during  the  week  of  March  24-30, 
1940. 

3.  Present,  or  if  seeking  work, 
last  occupation  (exact  nature  of 
duties  performed). 

4.  Present  or  last  industry 
(Kind  of  factory,  store  or  other 
place  of  business.) 

'5.  Present  or  last  class  of 
worker  (wage  or  salary  worker 
in  private  work;  wage  or  salary 
worker  in  government  work;  em- 
ployer, working  on  own  account; 
unpaid  family  workers.) 

6.  Whether  at  work  in  private 
or  non-emergency  government 
work  during  week  of  March  24  - 
30. 

7.  If  not,  whether  assigned  to 
public  emergency  work  (such  as 
NY  A)  during  that  week. 

8.  If  neither,  whether  seeking 
work. 

9.  If  not  at  work  or  seeking 
work,  does  the  student  have  a job 
or  busines  from  which  he  is  tem- 
porarily on  vacation,  sick  leave 
or  lay-off? 

Cooperation  on  the  part  of  B. 
Y.U.  students  living  away  from 
home  will  be  appreciated  by  the 
census  bureau  and  will  make  16th 
dennial  census  easier  for  work- 
ers and  more  thorough  for  the 
nation.

Home  Study  Students  Establish  Friendly 
Relationships  Through  Correspondence 

Rarely,  if  ever,  seeing  their  teachers,  the  correspondence 
study  students  listed  by  the  extension  division  nevertheless 
establish  friendly  relationships  through  correspondence  and 
greeting  cards,  in  addition  to  learning  while  they  earn  or 
participate  in  other  activities  rather  than  going  regularly  to 
school. 

Since  its  beginning  in  1921,  the 
enrolment  in  the  home  study  de- 
partment has  9tcadi1y  increased. 

The  last  two  years  have  shown 
an  especially  large  increase,  ac- 
cording to  Man,-  H.  Smeath, 
clerk  of  the  extension  division. 

There  are  at  present  approximate- 
ly 220  home  study  students  en- 
rolled at  the  university,  includ- 
ing students  from  sixteen  states, 

Washington,  D.  C.  and  Canada. 

Students  forced  to  study  on  the 
side  while  they  are  earning  a liv- 
ing, students  wishing  to  study  on 
their  leisure  time,  students  be- 
yond high  school  or  college  age, 

— many  of  these  are  enrolled  in 
one  or  more  of  the  153  courses 
offered  in  the  30  departments  of 
the  correspondence  curriculum.

Leslie  A.  Langley  of  New  York 
City  lias  taken  numerous  courses 
including  religious  education,  zo- 
ology, economics,  psychology, 
history,  English  and  French.

The  Cougars  have  been  favorites 
all  season  but  after  the  Ute-

Ellsworth  in  Sprints 

Cougars  are  rated  first  places 
in  the  sprints  with  Cy  Ellsworth 
still  undefeated  in  collegiate  com- 
petition, but  with  Mac  Speedie 
and  Ivan  Hall  running  for  the 
Utes,  the  invaders  are  expected 
to  pick  up  second-place  points  in 
both  events. 

Henry  Bourne  is  picked  to  win 
the  half  mile  over  Boyd  Stans- 
field  of  Utah.  B.  Y.  U.’s  Byron 
Woodland  should  come  in  for  a 
place  in  this  event. 

Woodland  is  favored  in  the 
mile,  and  a dogfight  for  second 
and  third  places  is  expected  be- 
tween Ted  Johnson,  “Y”,  and 
Maurice  Barlow,  Utah.

In  the  shotput  and  discus,  Ha-f- 
en Leavitt  is  counted  on  to  notch 
up  two  firsts.  Les  Cannon  should 
score  points  on  both  events. 

Dick  Petersoni  is  the  only  Cou- 
gar performer  who  can  give  Clar- 
ence Gehrke  any  sort  of  compe- 
tition in  the  javelin,  and  Peter- 
son is  given  very  little  chance 
against  the  mighty  Ute.  If  Hafen 
Leavitt  should  risk  his  arm 
throwing  the  wand,  Gehrke  would 
have  more  competition  then  he 
bargains  for,  however. 

In  the  high  and  broad  jumps, 
and  in  both  hurdle  races,  B.Y.

Entrances 
and  exits  are  being  provided  on 
the  north  and  the.  south  sides  of 
the  assembly  hall  to  permit  ready 
exit  and  access. 

Has  Banquet  Hall 
The  wing  to  the  southeast  of 
the  building  which  comprises  on- 
ly one  floor  will  provide  banquet 
facilities.  Included  in  this  unit 
will  be  a large  banquet  hall  cap- 
able of  seating  approximately 
200  people.  Immediately  adjacent 
to  this  will  be  a club  room  of 
smaller  size  which  can  be  opened 
to  give  access  to  the  main  ban- 
quet hall  to  give  added  space  for 
banquets.  The  club  room  can  al- 
so be  used  for  smaller  functions 
as  both  club  room  and  banquet 
hall  will  be  connected  with  the 
kitchen. 

Air  Conditioned 

The  assembly  hall,  social  hall, 
banquet  hall,  and  all  offices  and 
classrooms  will  be  air  condition- 
ed with  the  most  modern  heat- 
ing devices,  which  will  control 
the  heating  of  each  room  sep- 
arately from  the  others,  assuring 
that  each  room  will  be  properly 
heated.
